FOOTGEAR IN CHINA: 

The following memorandum on Chinese foot- 
wear by H.M. Commercial Attaché at Shanghai 
bas been received in the Commervial Intelligence 
Branck of the Board of Trudy ; 

“ Boots are only worn in China by officials, 
official rorvanta, soldiers, sailors. and special 
Nobnailad boots, occasionally in wet weather, by 
the common peopl. ‘ 
* “The universal form of foot covoring -ia ‘a 
shoe, whilst coolies and tho poorbst classes have 
to content themselves with straw or leather 
sandals, or yo barefoot. Women's shoes nra 
made at tome, and, except in isolated casea in 
Shanghai, are naver oxposed for sale in shops. 
This remark does not upply to the peculiar form 
of shoe worn by Manchu ‘women, which is 
porched on a sort of small atilt. 

“In the north, during the winter months, 
the ordinary. boot or shoo is often waddod, 
or linod with sheepskin, and of. late years 
eee of Chinese boots ond shoes, in 
indisrabbor, have beon imported from tho 
United States and Germany, and found favour 
with Chinese at the Treaty ports, , ~ .

ground laboue hed for many years back engaged 

the atfontion of Ye government, who were 
anxious to Ke regulations, which in tho fiscal 
alli-vies of the Sanur district lad proved KO 
bonetivinl, extended ‘to private mines, He 
atknowledged the orderly conduct of the 
men during tho ‘struggle, but distinctly 
condemned . their breach of contract, .to 
which alone was duo the refaiel to treat on tho 
part of the Muaters’ Association and their 
dotorminaton to continue the fight to tha bitter 
end, Tho government bad been Mamed for 
intortoring, but wooing that the offects of the 
. strike wore so far-reuching, extending to every’ 
branch of industry in those parts and beyond, 
thot, us bo hod boon informed, a million of tho 
population. of the district had found their moana 
of subsistones reduced ‘by one half through no 
fault of their own. whilst the sufforing and dis- 
{rou amongat the men and their families was 
growing space, ho hod considered it his duty to 
take steps to induce the men to resume work, 
The masters probably objected on principle to 
tho organisation of labour and had hoped, by 
holding out, ay they might easily have done, to 
deal s crushing blow to trade noionism and to 
social democracy as well ; but if the tendonoy of 
capital at tho presont duy to combine, often 
on a gigantic seale, bo cousidered and tho 
altered ‘relatiocs betwoon mastors oud men 
yemulting therefrom, the endeavours of ‘the 
working ‘clases to unite in ordor to safo- 
guard thoir intoraste by the power of numbers 
could canse no surprive, So to regulate tho 
relative * posjtion of capital and labour. thnt 
neither might suffor and both work togothor in 
harmony, bad becomes most serious problem 
which, he believed, cond not. be permanently 
solved without tho aid ond support of tho 
government. He concluded by. saying that as 
lovg as ho held his present position he should 
always be prepared to resist the subversive 
‘doctrines and acta of tko social democrats, but 
the mon in the coal districts of Rbinelund and 
Wentphalia had resuned work on the etrongth 
of the promise of the governmont to introduce 
snow mining low regulating tho hours of work 
and creating, men’s committcer, &c., and he

Be know from his own personal 
oxperionce that, although they might at. times 
promote agitation, they were on the whole 
amonable to reason and not difficult to deal with, 
An extension of the system to other indastries 
was not at present contemplated, but coal mining 
occupied an: excaptioual position, for on it, 
depended not only the wolfare of these engaged 
in ‘it; but that of fivo or six times the number 
of workers in other industries. Tho establish- 
. mentof 9 maximum working day hud become 
more and more impoistive, as the upper lodes 
having boon gradually oxhousted the necessity 
had arisen of descending deeper and doepor in'o 
the bowels of tho earth. Owing to tha diversity 
of the conditions provailing in the different 
pits it hod been: extremely diffleult to devise a 
uniform mothod for fixing the ‘duration of 
Jabour, but after mature deliboration it 
had been decided that the simplest plan 
would be to make it depend upon the tem- 
perature of tho place where the men worked. 
Tho system of “ Nullen” (annulling) was not 
practised in the government mines and in his 
opinion the imposition of fines for careless 
loading of trucks had proved more effective; it 
wag, therefore, proposed to substitute it for the 
presont method of confiscation. 
_ ‘The principal argument in favour of the 
forfeiture bill is that mining property differs 
essentially from other property, for if the Jatter 
_ be loft unused, the general community is not 
anuch affected, whoreas the mineral riches of a 
country only add to the wealth of tho nation by 
being brought to tho surface; ‘consequently 
owners of mining rights who rostrict the output 
for selfish rensons are. ating contrary to the 
economist interests of the public and should, 
therefore, bo deprived of their rights, This is 
more particularly the case-with regard to coal 
on which the entire industry of a country 
' depends, Of course nobody would expect. pits 
_ which, in the courseof time had becomeexhousted 
or for some other reason, could-only be worked 
- at B loss, to be kept going; .sach cases, it is 
"proposed to leave te tha decision of tho royal 
miniug suthorities of the district. ; 

This Ieoks very much like s first step in the 
direction of nationalisation of all mining pro- 
“party, which for a long time has beon zealously 
sdeocated by extreme radicals in England: 

‘To judge ‘by. the’ speeches of the representa- 
divos of dierent. parties it would appear that 
Both: bills bad a fsir chance of becoming law, 
althouvh they may be, whittled down in com- 
mittee. ‘Iba ouly overt opponenta aro. the

JAPAN AND SAKHALIN. 


Ieports continue to arrive of preparations by 
the Japanese anthorities for the early oecupation 
of tho island of Sakhalin, and surprise is at 
times expressed that, the war having broa over 
& year in progress, Japan has not annexed it 
before. If, however, it bo considered that 
Fakholin has 8 popelation of twenty-s'x 
thonsand, more than half of whom came to it as 
conviets,; without counting women and children, 
and that some sort of provision must-be made 
for these whenever Jspan.again includes 
tho island within her realms, the reluctance of 
the Tokyo Government to sheulder ‘a heavy 
responsibility whil: fe ling the burden of the 
war may perhaps be understool. But that 
Sakhalin will beeomé once more Japanese 
torritory, and that before long. ia tolerably 
certain. Phe Japan so first opened up. com- 
munication with t o island in 1624, ato time 
whon Ru-sin hal not pushed hor way forthor 
{othe vast than the Yonesei, From the date 
of ifs diseovery it was tho enstoin,of the feudal 
lord of ths Matsumaye province, situated in tho 
jaland of Yea, now termed Hokkaido, to send 
somo of his troops aver to Sakhalin for twelve 
months ato stretch for fishing and bunting. 
and matters sent on very auietly,.the land 
heing believed to he part of the eontinent of 
Asia. In 1808 tro. officers of the Sho-gun's 
Government coming from )edo 1 ndertook to 
explore the northorn portion, and found that il 
was an island.”

No Rusatans ever came .thero unti] 1849, 
forty-one. yo rs after the’ two officors of tho 
“Bokufu,” by name’ Matsuda Denjuro and 
Mamiya Rinzo, had formally taken possession in 
thonnme of their country. Ultimately, as: a 
result of the treaty which was negotiated by 
Admiral Yenomotowith the Russisn Gererninent 
while he was Japanese Miniator in St. Peters- 
burg, the island was banded over to Russis in 
exchange for the Kurile Archipelago, the islands 
of which form stepping-stones from the north- 
eastern axtromity of Yoso, Cape Shirotoko, to 
Kanstchatk», Into tho question of the-relative 
value of Sakhalin and the Kuriles it is needless 
now to enter, but the impression formed at the 
time was thut Russia had rather the best of the 
deol. Be thet oa it may, the island of Sakhalin 
is the northernmost of the Japanese’ chain, 
ond roams naturally to form part. of ' the 
Japanese Empire. The. harbour in the. south 
is now ice-free, and’ the herring fishery 
will bogin shout ‘the end of next week. 
Koesistance to. the Japanese. occupation is 
practically out of the question, and it is even 
said thot tho Russians havo glroady in great 
measure abandoned the place, that is,-as far as 
the officials ure concerned, but the coivicts have 
not been remorod, Probably it will be necessai 
eventually to transport thom ‘to the mainlan 
and place them on Rassian territory. Menn- 
while the entire population, it is to bo feared, 
must bo.very badly off for the necessaries of life.

Sukbalin is separated from the island of Yoso, 
or Hokkaido by La Poronse Strait, and during 
tne blockade of Visdivestock it hss been neodfnl 
to watch very closely this passage from the 
Pacific to the Sea. of Japan, In the coming 
operations which may have Vladivoatock for their, 
objective it is conceivable thst Sakhalin may 
havo ite uses, and that the idea of permanently

THE SHAN STATES. 


Daring a locture on the Shan States, Sir 
George Scott ssid that so-far tho British 
ovoupation of the Shan States had bon of very 
doubtful edvantage to the traders of the 
country. They enjoyed the blessings of pence; 
the country was much more accessible than it 
was, and the chiefs had improved tho lines of 
communication in all directions, but so far 
from more money''‘coming into the country it 
geemed rathor that more was going out, and so 
for from the prospects for the future being 
brighter, it seemed that they were becoming 
steedily. more discouraging: For srme years 
now tho volume of trade. had been, slowly but 
graduslly decreasing; ‘The Mandslay-Lashio 
Kailway could not be looked upon as a railway 
opening up the Shan States at all. The 
Shan States had no outlats for their trade, 
or only uuthta: which imposed a prohibitive 
ost. While wo had done nothing practical 
to connect-the Shan States with the Kangoon- 
Mandolay trunk line, we had slso done little 
to give outlets to its trade in other directions. 
‘lho Mandalay-Lashio Railway was a mere ex- 
ample of faint-heartedness, and the projected 
raltway from Bhsmo to T’éngyueh was only 
furthor proof of the same want of determination. 
Arailway which left the Nanting valley st some 
point abortof Shunning-fu and. to cross over 
tothe Nam Hsung ‘valley would be infinitely 
better worth constrncting than the line which 
it was goriously talked of making to T*éngyiieh 
fxm Bhomo, The Shan States bad always 
beon vory cheaply held, and the exponse was no 
greater now than ever it was, but the tribute 
received by no, means covered the expenditure. 
Tt did not. seem likely. that it would for ve 
iovby yours, unless wo provided thom: wi 
communications which would enabla them to 
develop. the very conriderable potential wealth 
which ot present tantalized them. The wants 
and desires, and even the needs of tho people, 
had vastly increased since we took over the 
Siates. 18 years ago; bat the wealth of the 
country bed only so fat increased as was implied 
by the establishment of .2 stoble Government, 
and there were sigus that it, wes now. almost 
sationary. There were not wanting, however, 
signs that the chiefs were endeavouring to get 
more revenue out of their people than the people 
could afford, or the sauctioned budgets allow. 
At the same time the people had discovered new 
oatlets for their money, and: had. acquired new 


tastes. Thoy: knéw that there was a market’ 


for their potatoes, if they could get them down 
for a reasonable price; they knew that they 
could make large profits if they cou'd get their 
wheat to the railways. They believed that 
Burms was more wealthy than they were, 
simply becanse it had railways. The whole 
population, ‘chiefs. and people, — therefore, 
clamoured for s railway as the only hope of the 
|. Shan States, and there were not wanting people 
who bolieved thst the: building of the railway 
would be a very profitable speculation: for 
Haag although. it could not be proved hy 
, gares. : :

"The Japanesa were charactorised as 9 nation 
ofimitaters, People said they imitated China 
in tho days gone by, and that thoy now imitated 
Europe. * This was certainly true to a great 
extent, but thoy wero not asliam-d of it (augh- 
ter), ‘hoy wero often told that it was a pity 
that Japan shonld have lost her own antiqas 
customs and monners and institutions to sach 
an extent as she had, and was consequently 
ceasing to be one of tho artistic objects of tha 
world. Tt might be true to somo oxtent, bat 
they could not afford to be deterred from 
promoting the growth of their own country, 
whereby slone it might be enabled to keep pace 
with the progress of the world, merely for the 
coke of pleasing the globe-trottors. (Laughter 
and applause.) 

The whels world now admitted tbat tho 
Japanese were good fighters (applause), and 
wore brave ond dashing in worfare. “Tho 
question arove whether these ‘qualities were- 
inherent in their ‘nature, and he could not deny 
that thore was rome sort of inhorent capacity 
for military achievement in the Japanese blood ; 
but he might say the dovelopment ond the

“THE. GEOGRAPHICAL CONDI- 
TIONS OF THE RUSSIAN 
RETREAT. 


See a . 4 
Tho fighting is aweeping on zo rapidly that 
it must be difficult for.any one not familiar 
with the scono to follow the quic-ly-chaugin. 
‘conditions. Tho Kai-ynon pluin, through 
which the dofeated army has bsen streggling, 
is 30 miles from south to north and widens 
from leas than three miles at Tic-ling to about 
| 20 at its northern end. Kai-yuen city stauds 
in the centre of tho widest part, 23 milea from 
Tie-ling. It was once'n famous frontier cily 
and guardian of tho northern marches.- 
milas north of this poor and. three ports empty 
town, with its enormous walls crumbling to 
rnin, runs the so-called Palisude, a mero ditch 
and dyke, pierced by many small or largo ronds 
with toll-bars. The railway xuns five miles 
west of Kai-ynou and crosses the Ching or 
Crystal river by a large bridge, which has cost 
huge sums of mouey and has caused tho bridge- 
makers of the railway more troublo than any 
other. e 

Northward of Kui-yuen the ground rises 
rapidly into the central table-lands, — The rail- 
way winds up into these and then follows the 
lower sections to Chang-tn-fu station, ten miles 
east of the town. Thon skirting s. vust bog, it 
rises again through a cutting, tho sides of which 
exhibit yclcanic debria in greut confusion. 
Onward north-east through the black earth 
region, with deop gullies, at the bottom of which 
small river: wend their way over treacherous 
and bogy bris, from enst to went, The whole 
region viewed {rom the train seems very sparsely 
populated, but farmhouses are plentifal. ‘The 
farmors, with the aid of imported Jabour in-the 
summer, often cultivate as much as a thousand 
acres. Osior beds and cottonwood trees add 
much to tho Inndseape, One Hundred miles 
from Tie-ling is the large stat.on and engine 
works of Kunjulin, with its scores of worn-out, 
disused Baldwin locomotives. Up again toa 
higher pluin of yelluw loess, then a long stretch 
ef plain with black: carth and olay, and the 
railway rises into the beautifid undulating 
country of Chang-chun-fu otd crosses combined 
western and central trade ronte, shout four 
miles ‘south-west of the city. The station -is 
nearly three milos from the city on the north- 
west. The Russians will doubtless send their 
heavier impedimenta by rail. They must, if 
thera isany fight left in thom, send o heav 
contingent up the Central Imperial road, 
which rans north-west of the railway through 
Chang-\n-fu, a town of some 20,010 people, 
and thencs cia Tse-In-shu snd Tse-ping-kai, 
two iniportant grein centres, to Mai-mwui-kai, 
whore the great western road from Peking, 
np which thé Japanese are sweeping, joins the 
central pond. Mai-mai-koi, or Féng- n+-Heien, 
is a very important trading and grain centro, 
and from it the Russians at Kunjulin draw 
forave ard supplios. ‘The united roads run on 
_porellel to but nearly 15 miles north-west of 
the railway, over a wide and well-oultivated 
“yey'on, with numerous large villages hugging 
either sido. Tho Jand is undulating and fairly 
we] wooded. “Neither near: the |railwsy .nor 
this ‘rosd ste thero any uaturally strong 
positions. 

Four miles south of Kaiyuen, at the large: 
village of Sung-chia-tai, the Imperial road 
“bifurcates and forma the great Central and 
Enstern routes. The latter runs through 


| Wn-yusn-pu-men gateway and enters the hills, 


and the. ce proceeds direct to Kirin ay 
Between this road and the railway for 39 or 
aiiles th re ina well-defined range of high hille. 
-Oti,the other side.sre the hills and more or less 
‘euitivated valleys of what were. until recent 
ears, the Ymperial Manchu hanting reserves, 

rom, Tie-ling to Kirin city the distance iv 
about 24 miles. The road has one large town, 
Yi-tnng-chua, and many swaller ones, with 
many ca svingorsis fir fravel'ere and Chinese 
troops. This nas forages bern an important 
military ronte, and the road is fairly good and 
passable at sll seasons, with several rivera of 
pure water, all eusily forded. If the Russians 
‘aro. not beaten beyond all hope, they will 
do their utmost to secure Kirin city, 
with its stores of grain, ita fine modern 
arsonal and powdor mills, its dgily accessible 
coalfields, snd ‘its unlimited fuel supply. 
Enorwous rafts come bere from the forests 
higher up the Sungari, ond Kharbin is almost 
entirely supplied with building timber and fuel 
from Kirin city. The surrounding hills, 
especinily those known as the Lvo-yeh-ling, over’ 
which the Mandarin road from Tie-ling hus to 
erogs ten wiles scuth-we-t of Kirin, ave admir- 
able for defence. 

The¥e is o preat trade rosd, with Russian post 
avd gnard houses, rupuing over the 8 miles 
from Kirin directly west to Chony-chua-fa, 
It leaves the Tie-ling road a'ter emerging from 
the Kirin hills at ‘fa-shui-ho villoge 15 miles 
west of Kirin, crosses the river. Ta-shui-ho, and 
rises into beantifal down-like bills, which forms 
long and somewhat irregular woll for nesrly 60 
miles across the greatand rich plain. Bouthward 
of these hills meanders the Yi-tung-bo river; 
northward, some 20 miles distant, winds the 


| Sungari, far below the level of the plains.
